There  is  therefore  ^ 
every  reason  to  hope  that  a  faithful  translation 
of  the  Liturgy,  in  this  venerable  language  of 
Eastern  Chrisientlom  will  soon  issue  from  the 
College  press.  It  is  interesting  to  know,  that 
it  was  the  intention  of  Bishop  Heber,  had  it 
pleased  Providence  to  spare  his  life,  to  have 
enriched  this  publication  with  a  brief  history 
of  the  Church  of  England. — Report  of  Socie¬ 
ty  for  Propagating  the  Gospel, 

France. — The  French  Protestant  college  of 
Montauban  has  been  placed  under  new  regula¬ 
tions  for  ensuring  good  conduct  and  respectable 
attainments  in  the  students.  The  examinations 
at  matriculation  and  for  a  degree  are  to  be  more 
strict  than  formerly  :  a  knowledge  of  Hebrew 
is  to  be  required  as  a  preliminary  to  admission 
upon  the  theological  course  of  instruction ;  and 
the  pupils  arc  to  be  habited  in  black  as  a  dis¬ 
tinctive  mark,  to  prevent  their  frequenting 
coffee-houses  and  public  amusements  unbecom¬ 
ing  the  sacred  vocation  to  which  they  aspire. 

Switzerland. — A  recent  traveller  gives  the

pupils  at  Floiissant,  Missouri. 

Indian  .Mission  Stations. — There  was  paid 
by  government  last  year,  for  the  education  of 
Indian  children,  the  sum  of  87,350,— of  which 
80,000  went  towards  the  support  of  1,180  chil¬ 
dren,  at  forty  dilTerent  mission  stations.  The 
number  of  missionaries  at  the  stations  thus  as¬ 
sisted,  including  teachers,  mechanics,  labour¬ 
ers,  &.C.  wa.H  '.270.  The  Superintendant  of  In¬ 
dian  .Affairs, from  whose  report  these  particulars 
are  taken,  says  of  the  schools,  that  ”  from  the 
information  which  the  correspondence  of  the 
office  affords,  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  they 
all  continue  to  progress  with  increasing  useful¬ 
ness  and  prosperity.” 

The  schools  were  established  by  ten  different 
bodies,  as  follows  : — two  by  the  United  Breth- 
leii,  twenty-one  by  the  .\inerican  Board  of  Com¬ 
missioners  for  Foreign  Missions,  six  by  the  Br.p- 
list  General  Convention,  one  by  the  Protestant 
Kniscopal  Chiircli,  New-York,  onebv  Hamilton 
Missionary  S<»c.iety,  two  by  the  .Metl.iidist  Soci¬ 
ety,  four  by  the  Syiioil  of  South-Carol ina  and 
Georgia,  [lately  transferred  to  the  .American 
Board],  one  by  (Cumberland  Missionary  Board, 
one  by  the  S  vciely  of  Jesuits,  one  by  the  Maine 
Society  for  propagating  the  Gosfiel. 

Christian  Knowleogk  Com.mittee,  at 
Birring. — The  Barking  District  Committee  of 
the  Society  for  promoting  Christian  Knowledge,  ] 
in  presenting  their  last  Report,  after  a  brief 
sketch  of  the  operations  of  the  parent  society, 
state  that  their  own  funds  for  the  year  have 
amounted  to  244£,  besides  a  few  contributions 
fo  the  Native  Schools  in  India.  The  surplus, 


over  the  expenditure  of  the  Committee,  has 
been  remitted  to  the  parent  institution.  The 
Cuinmittee’s  Shops,  established  about  two  years 
ago,  fur  the  sale  of  books  to  the  poor,  and  to 
members,  have  fully  realized  their  expectations. 
The  l4CutUng  Libraries  appear  to  be  duly  ap¬ 
preciated  by  those  fur  whose  benefit  they  were 
formed  :  constant  applications  are  made  for  the 
use  of  the  books,  and  instances,  it  is  added, 
have  occurred,  in  which  the  perusal  of  them 
has  been  attended  by  the  happiest  effects.  The  | 
Committee  urgently  impress  the  great  utility  of 
Lending  Libraries,  in  reference  to  the  labouring 
classes,  and  as  connected  with  the  progress  of 
national  schools.  'I' he  Committee  feel  peculiar  I 
pleasure  in  Slluding  to  the  gratifying  accounts  ' 
of  the  state  of  education,  in  the  principles  of 
the  Established  Church,  within  this  county. 
'I'liroiighout  the  county  there  are  schools,  i 
in  which  ‘2'i,*277  children  are  receiving  instruc-  : 
tion,  on  the  national  system.  The  Committee  | 
also  rejoice  at  the  successful  issue  of  the  efforts  ;

Mrs.  .More.  The  character  of  Mrs.  M.  is  re¬ 
garded  with  so  much  veneration  here,  that  the 
report  of  her  having  been  compelled,  in  the  eve- 
I  ning  of  life,  to  abandon  her  beautiful  and  long- 
'  loved  Barley  Wood,  excited  much  interest.  It 
'  is  gratifying  to  learn  from  herself  the  pious  and 
cheerful  recognition  of  Divine  goodness  with 
'  which  she  regards  what  must  have  been  a  very 
trying  change  in  her  circumstances. — 

”  The  atrocious  profligacy  of  my  Barley 
Wood  servants  did  indeed,  the  moment  I  dis¬ 
covered  it,  forcibly  drive  me  to  quit  forever  that 
pleasant  spot.  The  principal  gentlemen  in  my 
immediate  neighbourhood  came  together  to 
strengthen  my  resolution  ;  one  of  them  brought 
his  carriage,  that  I  might  no  more  enter  my  own 
'  with  such  an  abandoned  coachman  ;  and  a  set 
of  friend.s,  equally  kind,  met  to  prepare  for  me 
a  house  at  Clifton,  of  which  I  instantly  took 
possession.  It  is  an  elegant  house,  beautifully 
situated.  Our  gracious  Father,  who  always 
{causes  good  from  evil,  has  made  the  place  as 
i  pleasant  as  it  is  convenient.  I  should  be  hap- 
I  py  to  show  you  how  much  I  am  satisfied  with 
I  the  change.  I  am  surrounded  with  warm  friends 
and  several  excellent  clergymen.  This  is  a 
great  gratification,  as  I  am  deprived  of  the  ben¬ 
efit  of  public  worship.  It  has  been  intimated 
ithat  I  was  suffering  pecuniary  distress.  This 
I  is  so  far  from  being  the  case,  that  I  enjoy 
!  (thanks  to  a  good  Providence)  groat  atHuence, 

I  and  am  able  to  assist  my  indigent  fellow  crea- 
^tures,  as  well  as  to  carry  on  my  two  distant 
schools,  as  I  am  now  removed  from  them.  These 
schools  alone  cost  me  .£250  a  year.  Through 
the  mercy  of  God  I  have  now  carried  on  these 
schools  thirty-five  years,  and  have  not  had  less 
than  five  or  six  hundred  children  at  a  time.  I 
have  sold  Barley  Wood,  the  interest  of  which 
I  just  pays  for  my  new  abode  ;  and  whereas  my 
j  excellent  physician.  Doctor  Carnch,  used  to 
have  twelve  miles  to  visit  me,  he  is  now  close 
I  by  me.  I  hare  bad  several  attacks  of  illness 
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since  I  came,  in  which  he  attended  me  daily  for 
many  weeks.  How  blessings  multiply !  The 
Almighty  has  been  pleased  to  preserve  me  to  a 
very  advanced  age,  to  give  me  time  for  repent¬ 
ance  for  the  past  and  preparation  for  the  future. 
Pray  for  me,  my  dear  sir,  that  I  may  grow  in 
grace,  that  1  may  not  abuse  the  mercies  I  en¬ 
joy,  that  I  may  cast  all  my  care  on  him  who 
careth  for  me,  that  1  may  be  continually  looking 
unto  Jesus  as  the  finisher  as  well  as  author  of 
my  faith,  and  that  it  may  be  more  and  more  a 
practical,  vital,  influential  faith,  not  merely  a 
dead  and  nominal  faith.” — N.  Y.  Observer. 

General  Missionarv  Society. — The  last 
quarterly  paper  of  the  General  Missionary  Soci¬ 
ety  is  just  received,  and  abounds  in  intelligence 
of  much  interest.  The  receipts  since  the  publi¬ 
cation  of  the  last  paper,  amount  to  about  8 IHBO, 
the  greater  part  of  which  are  for  the  Greek  Mis¬ 
sion.  The  Society  having  greatly  increased  its 
obligations  within  the  last  three  or  four  months, 
is  much  in  want  of  funds  ;  indeed,  unless  they 
should  receive  considerable  aid  within  a  short 
period,  their  operations  must  be  seriously  cur¬ 
tailed.
